Dec, 20 (rtT-Commcr- 
clnl use of atomic energy witliln 
five years was predicted today by 
a group ot New England experts 
providing Uie government nlws thi 
"green light" to Industry. 
Atomic gcneraUon of elect rl( 
)wer, they said, could be accom- 
plished ab an original cost compar- 
able to present modem methods and 
"ventually for much le,vi. 

These views were expressed In 
report by a New England council 
committee which Includes In Its 
methbershlp Karl T, Compton. pres- 
ident ot the Massachusetts InsUtuto 
ot Teclmology and one of the de- 
velopers ot the atom bomb, ond 
Bradley Dewey, president of the 
American chemical society.. 

Although ' no atomic planU have 
been built, they said, "there now 
seems to be no qitesUon, from the 
purely technical standpoint, about 
tho possibility of Beneratliiir large 
amounts of power frotn the heat 
liberated during the operation of 
atomic piles." 

Many factors, ihey added, would 
affect tho speed wlUi which Uie 
atom Is put to commcrclnl use— 
among Uiem government financial 
support for research and develop- 
ment, full release of technical In- 
foimaUon commensurate wlUi se- 
curity and "provided that Indaitry 
be given tho green light to proceed 
with Its own development.'*

out recommendation. 

The flnol voto was on a Canadian 
compromLie, which provided that 
tho commliilon opproved the "prln- 
clple.i" net forth In Uio U. S. plan, 
but Uint the final working bo left 
to the committee. The Canadian 
propoiol provloaily had been accept- 
ed by the United SUttcs dclego- 
tlon. 

■Hie vote was lo lo 0, wllh Poland 
ohstolning and Rus-tla'a vote un- 
counted, at the request of Qromyko. 

Oromyko reserve* his right to 
speak on the U, fl. proposal at a

By 
comparison, production tor the 1035- 
44 period averaged only 018,010.000 
bushels. 

Should this forecast be borne out 
and tho spring wheal crop be In- 
creased by the same percentage, 
next year's crop ot winter and 
spring wheat combined would be 
about 1.3S3,WO.O0O busheU. Tho car- 
n'over from this year will amount 
to 300,000.000 bushels. 

Ilequlrements from next year's 
supply may not exceed 073,000.000 
bushels — 775,000.000 tor domestic 
uses and 300.000.000 for export.

HUpply would be around 475,000,000 
bushela. A normal excess supply or
